(4) of the vessel. 
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7. Vessel according to any of the preceding claims characterized in that 
lov^er end surface of the consoles (5) is placed at a considerable 
distalqce to the ship's wateriine and between same and the ship's bot- 
tom. \ 

8. Vessel accorajng to any of the preceding claims characterized in that 
the first meansScomprise a rail secured to the hull and fastening 
means, for exampl^bolts. 
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
